KILLEDON THE NEW ROAD, 


A Collision on the Fast Tennessee Koad, Which Ke- 
sults im the Death of an Engineer. 
Special Dispatch to The Constitution. 

Daxton, October 10.—About seven o'clock 
this morning a collision occurred at Oolewah, 
Tenn., the junction of the East Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia railway and the Chatta- 
nooga and Macon rea‘, which occurred as fol- 
lows, as obtained frcr the passengers aboard: 
A freight train on the East Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia and Georgia railroad from Cleveland, 
Tenn., bad the side track at the station to 
allow the passenger train to pass, which was 
due, The crew of the freight train, it seems, 
were at the telegraph office getting orders, 
when the passenger train came thunder- 
ing into the station. The switch hap- 
pened be open in front of the 
freight train, and the passenger 
train shot into the switch, collided with the 
freight train, and botn engines were complete- 
ly stripped. Engineer Jas. Waters and Pilot 
Hobbs were killed. Several others were in- 
jured to some extent, though not serious. I 
could not obtain their names or the extent of 
their injuries, and as no one was on the 
freight train all the injured parties were on 
the passenger train. The cause of the acci- 
dent wasa switch left open. The engineer 
was a new man on that road. The pilot was 
once a hostler in Chattanooga. At the present 
writing the wreck has not been cleared, but 
will be soon, and the’ trains will be running 
regularly. 

THE DETAILS OF THE TRAGEDY. 

CHattanooca, Tenn., October 10.—The pas- 
senger train which left here at six o'clock this 
morning, on the Atlanta division of the East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia railway; col- 
lided with the freight train at Ooltewah sta- 
tion, twenty miles from here. Engineer 
James N Waters and Pilot John Hobbs, on 
the passenger train, were killed, and their 
bodies were burned in a terrible manner. 
When the bodies were found Waters had his 
arm tightly clasped around Hobbs. There 
was such ae dense fog that 
lost his bearings and passed _ the 
switch, which was only a few yards from 
where the freight train was standing. The 
fireman escaped by jumping off. No one else 
received any serious injuries. The engine 
was demolished and.the baggage car badly 
damaged. Hobbs lived here. He was a 
young man and just promoted from fireman, 
Jie had a miraculous escape a week ago. It 
was Waters’s first trip on the road. He form- 
erly lived in Macon Ga. He leavesa wife and 
five children, who are now on a visit to Qan- 
cinnati. The trains were delayed several 
uours by the accident.

A Seasion Held Among the Iron Men of Pittsburg— 
The Pleas Presented. 

PitrssurG, October 10.—Before the tariff 
commission to-day William Clark, ot VDitts- 
burg, an iron manufacturer, presented the 
views of the hoop iron manutacturers, asking 
a continuance of the present rate of duty, ex- 
cept as to cotton ties, which he asked to have 
taxed as hoop-iron, that is at 14 cents 
per pound instead of at the _ present 
rate of 35 per cent. advalorem.

THE COMING DANGER. 


COMET STEERING STRAIGHT 
FOR THE SUN. 


THE 


A Scotch As'ronomer Predicts that the Lights Will Go 
Out in October, 1883, and that the World 
Will Bein Danger—The Confiic: Between 
Sun and Comet Engaging Attention. 


New YorK, October 10.—The World's cable 
letter from London says: ‘The comet is all 
the talk in scientific circles at present, and I 
may say that our celestial visitant is being 
regarded with considerable apprehension. 
Mr. Richard A. Proctor, who denied that it 
was the comet of 1843 and 188, finds that he 
made a mistake in calculations, and so 
has withdrawn his statement. More cautious 
astronomers than he have no doubt 
of the identity of the comet, 
and believe that it will return at the latest in 
October, 1883, and then fall into the sun, 
with results which will enable you to dis 
pense with the future publication of the 


World. Iam assured that this is the opinion 
of the most eminent scientists of the day— 
Mr. C. Plazzi Smyth, the clever if eccentric 
astromomer royal for Scotland in particular, 
having made no secret of his belief.’’ Prof.Skin- 
ner, of the naval observatory at Washington 
was interviewed this evening in regard te the 
London prophecy concerning the comet. He 
said that the prediction from London may 
come to pass about the time indicated, but 
he would not like to youchsafe a prediction of 
his own until he has had an opportunity to 
make further observations. He thought that 
if the present comet was the one of 1845 or 
1880 it was very evident it was out of its orbit, 
and may fall into the sun, but with what re- 
sult he was unwilling to hazard any _ predic- 
Lions. 
HARVARD PROFESSORS ON PROCTOR'S THEORY, 

Boston, October 10.—Professor Pickering, of. 
Harvard college, was seen this evening by 
your correspondent and questioned with re- 
gard to the opinion of Professor Proctor and 
other English and continental scientists that 
the present comet is that of 1845 and_ 1880, 
and that it will again return in 1883 and fall 
into the sun, causing a terrible disaster to the 
earth. . The professor said: 

You may say that the scientists of Cam- 
bridge observatory hold no such views. They 
have no fears of the earth’s destruction 
through such a collision between the sun and 
the comet. The probable explanation of Pro- 
fessor Proctor’s theory is that the comet of 
Is43 reappeared in 1880, and has again ap- 
peared at the present time. From this it 1s 
probable that he infers that the periods 
cf the comet's appearance are growing 
less and less, thus showing a_ shorten- 
ing of its orbit, which he 
claims will eventually, as it approaches nearer 
and nearer the sun, cause it to tumble into it 
At first Professor Proctor did not believe the 
present comet was the same that came to the 
astronomers in 1843 and in 1880, but is now 
satistied that it is the same. ‘This conclusion 
on his part may have been helped by the re- 
port of Professor Boss, of the Dudley observa- 
tory, who claimed that the comet of 
those years is but the reappear- 
ance of the same one at different pe- 
riods of time. This claim is based on the 
fact that this comet, if it is the same that ap- 
peared in 1843 and 1880, has been gradually 
decreasing its orbit, and is now appearing 
after intervals of two years, instead of inter- 
vals of thirty or forty years. The professors of 
the Cambridge obervatory do not believe 
the present comet is the same _ that 
appeared in 1880, although they are some- 
what similar, nor do the Cambridge professors 
believe that the present comet will return in 
1884. They believe it will not return in sev 
eral years, and they: haven't the least appre- 
hension of the terrible calamity predicted by 
Professor Proctor. 

THE FOUR COMETS OF THE YEAR. 
From tae Albany Argus. 

In plain fact, there have been but four 
comets seen thus farin 1882. The first celes- 
tial vagrant of the year was discovered. by Mr. 
Wells, of the Dudley observatory, March 17th, 
and for a long time it monopolized the atten- 
tion of astronomers inthe old and the new 
world, owing to its unique features. Al- 
though the period of the Wells comet 
has not yet been fully  claculated, 
enough is’ known’ to- show that the 
comet will not return to view 
under 1,000 years. The second comet of the 
year wasseen but once, and then for only a 
very short time, by the astronomers who were 
observing the sun’s eclipse from Egypt last 
spring. I[t was described in a brief dispatch 
which noted thesuccess of the observations of 
the eclipse as ‘‘a fine, bright comet close to 
the sun.’’ and astronomers for along time 
watched for its appearance, on the suppositign 
that it would be visible on its return from 
perihelion, but without success. The third 
comet of the year was discovered on 
the morning of September 15th, and duly 
chronicled, by Professor Barnard, of 
Nashville, Tenn. At first, owing to the place 
of its discovery, in the constellation of the 
twins, it was presumed by some to be the re- 
appearance of the famous Pons comet of 1812, 
but this was subsequently shown to be an er 
roneous supposition, owing to its direction ct 
motion. The Barnard comet, which was, at 
the time of discovery. a faint telescopic ob- 
ject, about ove and one-half seconds of arc 
in diameter, is now approaching perihelion, 
which it will attain about the 7th of Novem- 
ber. At its brightest it will be but about 
three times as large as when first seen.

A Cupof Bad Coffee Suggested for the Rebel—Pun- 
lishment ef a Sheikh. 

Lonpon, October 10.—Four natives were ex- 
ecuted this morning at Damanbour for mur- 
der. The correspondent of the Daily News at 
Cairo says that Arabi Pasha believes his life is 
in danger. There have been certain incidents 
which might demoralize the Circassians 
guarding him. One ot the khedive’s entour- 
age has been heard to say he would like to 
administer to Arabi a cup of bad coffee, and 
the khedive has remarked that he and Arabi 
could not live in the same country. A dis- 
patch to the Central News from Cairo reports 
that the indictments against the 
rebel chiefs contain three counts. The first 
instigating massacres, the second directing 
the burning ef Alexandria, and the third 
abusing the flag of truce. When the rebel 
prisoners were delivered to the Egyptian au- 
thorities the English insisted that they be al- 
lowed legal assistance. The Egyptians con- 
tend that this condition does not bind them 
to permit the engagement of foreign counsel.

CLAIMING A CORPSE. 


Surprise ot Parents After Identifying the Remains 
of an Unknown Boy. 

PitrsspurG, October 10 —A remarkable se- 
ries of events have followed the killing of an 
unknown boy onthe 8th of July last, at the 
Pennsylvania railroad station at Johnstown. 
Numerous letters asking for a description of 
the boy were received, and several persons 
visited Johnstown to see if it was their miss- 
ing son who had been killed. Of these per- 
sons no less than four were _ positive 
that the dead boy was the one they 
were in search of, and they mourned fer him 
with all a parents’ sorrow. First the boy was 
supposed to be Johnny Skelly, of Johnstewn, 
and the father identified him as such. It 
afterward was shown that Mr. Skelly was mis- 
taken. Then Mr. Woodhead, of Bristol, Pa., 
saidit was his boy, Willie, and he was very 
poms ve in the matter of identification. The 
»ody was taken to Bristol and buried there by 
Mr. Woodhead. In afew days Willie Wood- 
head arrived home. He had run away arid 
was very sorry and did not want any more 
adventures of that kind. 

A Mr. Seaburn, who lives in Sharon, was 
the next to claim the body as that of his son 
Eddie. He had the body taken out of its 
grave at Johnstown, and after a careful exam- 
ination was certain that his lost boy had been 
found at last. Accordingly the father had all 
in readiness for a funeral at Sharon, when his 
wayward son also came home from his wan- 
derings in the south, and his delighted pa- 
rents discovered they, too, had been mistaken. 
A gentleman named Daniels, of Towanda, 
whose son Irankie has left home, also tainks 
the body is that of his boy, and lie has gone 
to Bristol to identify it. The body hada scar 
on the forehead and one on the arm and had 
protruding teeth. Strangely enough each of 
the four parents named were certain they were 
correct in their identification, because their 
boys were marked in a precisely similar man- 
ner. 

The latest claimant for the body is Mrs. 
Caroline Korb, a widow from Clearfield. She 
arrived in Johnstown on Thursday to make 
inquiries about the boy. Mrs. Korb is a Ger- 
man, andthe missing lad, whose name was 
Willie, was her only child. In several res- 


' pects her boy’s description tallies with that 


of the missing lad. The widow’s son ran 
away from home in May last, and he was 
seen to board a westward bound train. She 
thinks he went to Fairmount, Clamion county, 
as he had been there once before and had 
worked in a coal mine in that vicinity. She 
conjectures that he had again got tired of the 
work and while on his way home was killed 
at the station here. 
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THE EPIDEMIC AT PENSACOLA. 


The Situation Daily Growing Worse, the Death Kate 
Increasing, aud Deastitution Great 

Pensacoia, Fla., October 10.—The develop- 
ments of the last few days have shown the 
fallacy of the hopes entertained of an early 
abatement of the epidemic. Within three 
days 175 new cases and 10 deaths have been 
reported. The report for to-day shows 50 new 
eases besides six of other fevers and three 
deaths. The total number of cases to date is 
1,350, and the total deaths 115. Some of the 
new cases are of an aggravated character, and 
there no reason to hope for 
a dimunition of the death rate. The distress 
of the community is very great, especially 
among the improvident negroes thrown out 
of employment. The demands upon the 
board of health are iacessant and increasing. 
They have made a formal appea} to the coun- 
try at large for aid, and their contributions 
have been chiefly from Mobile, Montgomery, 
Memphis, and a few other places in this and 
adjacent states. The insufticiency of funds is 
becoming alarming. The pay of the nurses 
has been cut down:and other expenses cur- 
tailed to the lowest point, causing much dis- 
content and murmuring. In the meantime 
the sick and destitute are increasing. The 
situation is seriousand appeals loudly to 
the sympathies of the humane and beneyo- 
lent of every section, class and denomination. 

BROWNSVILLE, October 10.—There are some 
new cases of yellow fever at the ranches of 
San Rafael and’ Salado and Fort Brown.

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STEPHENS’S “IDEA” 


AS TO THE CONFEDERACY AND 
THE COTTON CROP 


Which Seems Also to be Shared by General Joseph 
E. Johnston—A Reply to Mr. S:ephens by One 
Who Appears to Have Confidential Rela- 
tions with Mr. Davis—The Facts. 


From the New Orleans Times-Democrat. 

OcTOBER 4, 1882.—To the Editor of the 
Times-Democrat: In the issue of your jour- 
nul of yesterday was published a speech of 
the Hon, Alexander H. Stephens made. re- 
cently at Macon, Georgia, in which appears 
the following paragraph: 

I saw, or thought I saw, (excuse what may seem 
to be vanity or egotism)—I thought I saw great dan- 
ger from the superior shipping and naval power of 
the north that our ports might be blockaded. My 
idea was to get the 4,500,000 bales of cotton that we 
then had out and abroad before the blockade com- 
menced, by giving the planters 9 cents per pound 
in 8 per cent bonds, that would have amounted to 
2200,000,000. By shipping itabroad we would have 
—holding it there in Europe at 50 cents a pound— 
we would have a capital of at Teast $800,000.- 
000. All thisyou will see in my speeches. Did 
that look as if there was any infidelity or disloyalty 
to the confederate cause? The policy was not 
adopted. I believe it was afterward admitted. Dr 
Craven, Mr Davis’s physician, stated that he ad- 
mitted to him in Fortress Monroe that if that policy 
had been adopted the financial troubles would 
never have occurred, and there might have beena 
change in our cause. Now | state, briefly and rey- 
erently, that there never was any personal contro- 
versy or difference between Mr Davis and myself.’’ 

A similar assumption of error on the part of the 
confederate administration was published by Gen- 
eral J. E. Johnston, and was so utterly refuted is 
1874 by the two men best able to expose the injus- 
tice of the assumption, viz: the first and second 
secretary of the confederate treasury; hence it 
could hardly have been suppused that one less in- 
formed than Mr. Stephens would have repeated 
the statement. As the letters of Messrs. Memmin- 
gerand Trenholm may have been forgotten, will 
you in the interest of confederate history republish 
them in your columns’? C. 8. Memminger, the first 
secretary of the treasury, wrote as follows: 

MR. MEMMINGER'S LETTER. 

CHARLESTON, March 27, 1874.—To the Editor of the 
News and Courier: Il observe by your paper of yes- 
terday, which extracts.a passage from Genera] 
Johnston’s book,that he f slows the ancient exam 
ple of our forefather Adam, in casting the fault of a 
general calamity on some other person. He attri- 
putes the failure of the southern confederacy to the 
blunder of the government, atits first institution. 
in not possessing itself of the cotton crop then in the 
hands of the planters. This cotton taccording to the 
general) should have been shipped in anticipation 
of the blockade, and it would then have furnished 
a basisfor futurecredit. ASI was at that time in 
charge of the treasury department, the respons!- 
bility of this failure would rest chietly on me; and 
you will, therefore, not consider it outof place that 
1 should correct misapprehensions which seem to 
have misled yourself as well as General Johnston. 
The confederate governm< nt was organized in Feb- 
ruary, the blockade was instituted in May, thus 
leaving a period of three months in which the 
whole cotton crop on hand, say 4,000,000 bales, 
ought, according to the mili ary financier, to have 
been got into the hands of the confederate govern- 
ment and ry abroad. This would have re- 
quired a tleet of 4,000 ships, allowing 1,000 bales to 
the ship. Where would these vessels have been 
procured in the face’ of the notification of: the 
blockade’ And was not as much of the cotton 
shipped by private enterprise as could have been 
shipped by thegovernment? When so shipped, the 
proceeds of the sale was in most cases sold to the 
goverument in the shape of billsof exchange. The 
superior advantage of this plan is evinced by the 
fact that, throughout the year. the government ex- 
changed its own notes for billson sngland at par, 
with whichit paid for all its arms and munitions of 
war. Of course that vastameunt of cotton could 
only have been procured in one of three ways—by 
seizure, by purchase, or by donation. Certainly no 
one at the first inception of the confederacy would 
have ventured to propose to seize upon the crop, 
then in hands of the planters, and which furnished 
their only means.of subsistance. Could itnot them 
have been purchased’? Atthe commencement of 
the government the treasury had not funds to pay 
for the table on which the secretary was writing; 
and the first purchases of the* government made 
abroad were made on the private draft of the secre- 
tary. There was notto be found in the whole con- 
federacy a sheet of bank note paper on which to 
rinta note. Foreasting this need, the secretary 
ad ordered from England a consignment of 
note paper and lithograpic materials, the ves- 
sel containing which was captured on the high seas. 
Many of the friends of the late Colonel Evans, of 
our city, wifl remember that he nearly lost his life 
in the attempt to bring across th- lines a single 
parcel of note paper. It is within, the memory of 
the printers of those notes that moh ths elapsed be- 
fore bonds or notes could be engraved and printed, 
and these constituted our entire currency. How 
then was the cotton to be paid for? 
When the mechanical difficulties were 
overcome, the financial presented an equal 
barrier. The scheme for raising money 
adopted by the congress was to issue confederatsa 
notes, funding the redundant notes in interest- 
bearing - bonds; and all payments at the treasury 
were made witn these notes. The daily demands 
on the treasury exceedeo greatly the means of sup- 
ply. Now, if instead of applying the notesto the 
daily payments required atthe treasury they had 
been used to purchase cotton the treasury would 
have found itself filled with cotton, witheut any 
money to meet the wants of the government, until 
the cotton could be shipped abroad and sold 

If, instead of | haere in notes, the bonds of the 
government had been used to purchase the cotton 
crop, those bonds would have been thrown on the 
market to meet the necessities of the planters, and 
their value as a means of funding the surplus cur- 
rency would have been destroyed. It is obvious to 
any one acquainted with finance, that this would 
have broken down the confederate currency within 
the first year of its existence, whereas the plan pur- 
sued sustained the credit of the confederacy until 
broken down by calamities which no eredit could 
survive 

THE SUCCESSOR OF MR, MEMMINGER, 

as secretary of the confederate treasury, was 
George A. Trenholm, for many vears exten- 
sively engaged in the foreign cotton trade, 
and who held, both at home and abroad, the 
highest reputation as a man anda merchant. 
On the same subject, which had attracted the 
notice of Mr. Memminger,he wrote as fol- 
lows: 

To the Editor of the News. and Courier: The 
News and Courierquoting from the forthcoming 
work of General Johnston, gives us the views of 
the author as to the cause of our failure. Those 
who ascribed it ‘‘to the superior population and 
greater resources of the northern states,”’ and those 
who attributed our defeat to ‘‘a want of persever 
ance, unanimity, and even of loyalty on our part,’’ 
are in my view, says the writer, ‘‘far wrong.’ We 
are inclined to believe there is now a third party 
“wrong.’’ The confederate government, the gen- 
eral thinks, had the means of filling its treasury, 
but the “government rejected those 
means.”’ “The necessity of actual 
money In the treasury and the mode of 
raising it, were generally understoo¢ in the coun- 
try. It wasthatthe government shald take the 
cotton from the owners and send it to Europe as 
fast as possible, to be sold there. This was easily 
practicable, for the owners were ready to accept 
any terins the government might fix,and sending 
to Europe was easy in all the first yearsof the con 
federacy’s existence. Its government went into op- 
eration early in Febrnary. The blockade of the 
southern p rts was proclaimed in, but was not at 
all etfective un.il the end of the following winter 
so that there was a period of abont twelve months 
for the operation of converting feur millions or 
five millions bales of cotton intomoney. The sum 
raised in that way would, have enabled 
the war department to procure at once arias enough 
for 5,00 men; and after that the coufederate treas- 
ury would have been much richer than that of the 
United States Let' us examine ‘be facts uvon 
which this theory rests, and without the suppor’ of 
which it must necessarily fall to the ground. The 
crop of Cotton availiable for tnisscheme must neces- 
sarily have been :hatof 1860-61 It could nothbave 
been the crop of which the seed was fot yet putin 
the ground when the government was formed at 
Montgomery. What was the crop of 1860-61? Was 
it 4,0°'0,000 to 5,000,000 bales, and was it accessible 
for immediate exportation’?

Let us now see what proportion of this quantity 
was available in the way described by General John- 
san. Up to February 23, the month that gave birth 
to\.he infant government, 3,000,000 baies had Leen 
ceived at the seaports, and the great bulk of it had 
een exported to “es ig been sold to the New 
England spinners. By May 1 586,000 bales 
more had been received and sold. England aud 
the continent took 3,127,000 bales and the 
New England spinners 654,000. It will thus be 
seen that before the new government was finally 
organized, the entire crop was already beyond its 
reach. Another crop followed, it is true, but no 
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chez for the 


part of it was ready for market before the month of 
September ensuing. This all will agree;

MR. DAVIS'S IDEA. 

Like most other persons, and from his cffi- 
cial position, probably more than others gen- 
erally, Mr. Davis must have felt the necessity 
for funds in foreign countries where purcha- 
ses were to be made; but having been for 
more than 30 years a cotton planter, he could 
hardly have supposed that the crop of the 
previous season was still in the hands of the 

lanters in the month of February, and as it 
is well known fact that his own was burned 
on his plantation beecause it 
cuold uot be sent abroad, he 
surely could not have entertained any such 
opinions as those as ascribed to him. So far 
‘rom it being an easy matter toto send abroad 
the remnant of the crop which remained 
after the organization of the confederate gov- 
ernment, the governor of Lousiana in 1861, 
for prudential considerations, stopped the 
shipment of cotton to New Orleans and there 
was not sufficient railroad transportation to 
carry what was left of the crops on the Mis- 
Sissippi river to the Atlantic seaboard, there 
to be put on the biockade runners. 
Surely there has seldom been a less sub- 
stantial charge than that which arraigns the 
confederacy for not sending abroad cotton 
which had been disposed of, and for not hav- 
ing a mercantile marine, such as the South- 
ern States had never possessed. From the 
foregoing, and as well from Mr. Davis’s un- 
qualified conmmendation of Mr. Memminger 
in his book, it will be seen that the difference 
referred to by Mr. Stephens was not that his

FURTHER NEWS OF THE LITTLE 
’ RIVER DISASTER. 


The Cruwds Gathering Upon the Frail Structure. 
The Break and the Plunge into the River Be- 
low Described—The Numbsr of Persons 
Wounded—Several Expected to Die. 


Special Correspondence of The Constitution. 
Canton, Ga., October 9.—Probably one of 
the greatest calamities that ever befell any 
community, or at least that has ever occurred 
in Cherokee county, was the falling in of 
Hawkins iron bridge yesterday, and carrying 
with it about 125 persons. A large crowd had 
gathered at Little river at 10 o’clock to wit- 
ness the immersion of several persons by the 
Pine Knot Baptist church. The place select- 
ed for the immersion was at the foot of Haw- 
kins’s iron bridge, situated about nine miles 
south of this place and two miles north 
of Woodstock, across Little river, 
From the floor of this bridge a better view 
could be had than by those who stood upon 
the banks of the river; and for this reason 
some 125 or more persons, male and female, 
crowded upon the75 foot span; this threw too 
much weight upon one place and the span 
gave way, precipitating all into the river be- 
low. a distance of 20 feet or more, and seri- 
ously hurting about 30 persons. All sustain- 
ed slight injuries or bruises in some way. The 
scene just then was an appalling one, 
and amid the screams and_ shouts 
a most horrifying and exciting one, and it is 
a sad duty of your correspondent to attempt 
to give an idea of the extent of the injuries 
sustained. The bridge fell, a total wreck, and 
with the irons and timbers bent and scatiered 
in all directions, it is a matter of surprise that 
any should be so fortunate as to’escape un- 
burt. From What I can learn of parties who 
were there the following is a partial list of 
those who sustained injuries, and to what ex- 
tent: 
D. Hawkins, thigh broken; Thomas Daniel, 
thigh broken (since amputated); Elbert Fow- 
ler, ribs broken (will probably die); Francis 
Cole, arm broken and legs badly bruised; Mr. 
Johnson, back broke; Mrs. J. Barnes, snoul- 
der out of place and collar bones -broken; 
Charles Flemming, thigh broken; Mrs. Sarah 
Flemming, badly hurt; D, Carmichael’s two 
daughters, badly hurt; Thomas Evans's son, 
calf of leg torn off; M. Day’s son, collar bones 
and arm broken; West, Cicero and Berry 
Reece, badly hurt; Cook Fowler and wife, 
hurt; Miss Yancey, ankle crushed; John 
Fowler, hurt; Mrs. Martin Rob- 
erts, hurt in back ; vs: Be BAU 
house’s two sons, hurt; Aaron Long, badly 
hurt: several others: sustained. injuries. One 
little boy, whose name I did not learn, had 
both legs broken and was badly burt in the 
back. Others would have .been — seriously 
hurt or drowned if the distance had been far- 
ther and the water deeper. The water in‘the 
river was only about four feet deep. One 
little girl was brought out of the river ina 
state, but soon recovered. From 
what I can learn, several wil! 
most likely die, while others 
will be greatly disfigured. This sad ‘affair is 
greatly iamented by all, and falls heavily 
upon the community. The bridge is a total 
wreck and will necessitate the building of a 
new bridge at a considerable cost to the coun- 
ty. Theone that went down was a new 
bridge, had only been there about one year. 
Whether the bridge gave way through some 
defective posts is a matter yet to be Known.

ANZ HER SISTER SHIPS UPON THE 
COASTING SERVICE, 


he Magnificent Ocean Enterprise Inaugurated by 
the Late Mr. Wadley—Passing Fort Pulaski and 
Ty bee Island—Off the Coast of Delaware. 
The Comet as Seen at Sea, Etc. 


Special Correspondence of The Constitution. 

On Boarp STEAMSHIP GATE City, September 
30, 1882.—it has been just four years since 
Mr. Wadley inaugurated this magnificent 
quartette of steamships that were destined to 
cut such a figure in the traffic of the seas. I 
was on the excursion from Atlanta when the 
Gate City was chriscened, and this is the first 
time since then that I have touched her decks. 
Four years have brought little change in the 
steamer’s general appearance, and, if any- 
thing, she is just as good to-day as when 
launched. It is not well known, but re- 
cently the Central has sold two of: the 
original steamers to a Boston company, and 
now the ‘Gate City” and “‘City of Columbus” 
are plying between Savannah and the ‘“‘Hub,”’ 
Every Thursday from each city, one or the 
other of these ‘‘daisies,’’ as our captain calls 
the ‘‘Gate City.’”’ leaves her dock, arriving in 
port in a little less than eighty hours. The 
distance from Savannah to Boston is about 
900 miles, which gives an average for the voy- 
age of about twelve knotsan hour. With 
good winds and smooth sea, the distance 
could be covered in sixty hours. 

These floating palaces afford the finest tray 
eling ever offered to our southern people, 
and Mr. Wadley has conferred a_ boon 
well worth remembering as a monument for 
having established the line. I understand 
that the reason for selling the two steamers to 
the Boston line was because they were not 
large enough to suit the trade nowso very 
extensive via Savannah from New York, and 
to suit the growing business four large steam- 
ships on the same pattern as this. one have 
been ordered and will shortly be launched. 
Indeed, I believe the contract was to deliver 
them September Ist, but owing toa strike 
among the ship-builders at Roach’s yards, 
the delivery was delayed. They will be outtht{s 
season, however, and will commence at once 
ontheir work. Brunswick, Jacksonville and 
Tallahassee will be honored by having one of 
these steamers named for them, and the 
Chattahoochee will be the name of the fourth. 
They will be about the size of the City of. 
Augusta (2,500 or 5,000 tons capacity), and 
will be finished with every modern conve- 
nience tor passengers and freight. They will 
cost not less than $500,000, or nearly a million 
and a quarter for the four. The Gate City 
cost something over $200,000 when built, but 
was sold for $250,000—a fair profit on the 
original . price, I should say. Well, 
she’s just as good as ever 
and as labor and ship building material 
is higher than two years ago, it goes without 
saying that having been used well, the last 
price was reasonable enough. The Central 
road has proven one of Georgia’s most liberal 
developers, and has probably spent $5,000,000 
in steamships and general wharf improve- 
ments within five years past. It isreally an 
imposing sight to look on the world of 
wharves, sheds and elevators that Mr Wad- 
ley builtat Savannah before he died. One of 
the finest, as well as the costhest, of his en- 
enterprises was the erection of a fine 
iron grain elevator at an xe- 
pense of $100,000, This, however 
is likely to prove an elephant, as itis not 
practicable to load ships with grain at Savan- 
nah owing to the depth of water, grain being 
one ot the heaviest known cargoes. Without 
spending $5,000,000 or 36,000,000 cleaning out 
the Savannah river, handling it in large 
quantities in bulk must remain an untried 
work, However, while now remaining: idle 
as Well as empty, this huge elevator need not 
bea total waste, as it can be utilized 
warehouse,

But can Georgians ever cease to remember how 
much they owe to him for the preservation of those 
faithful pictures of rural -life, those dewdrops 
of purity so beautifully crystalized 
in the “Chronicles of Pineville,’’ and 
‘‘Major Jones’s Courtship,’’ those charming views 
on the bright side of thingsas they appeared te our 
fathers, when honest simplicity laid the founda- 
tion for the future glory of our grand old common- 
wealth? Asaprose pastoral carried to success, a 
masterpiece sul generis in the field of humorous 
literature, the writings of ‘‘Major Jones’? will hold 
their place as long as Christmas belis are rung; so 
long as there are loving heartsand merry faces to 
gather around the old fire place athome.

RICE IN COURT. 


Seme Curtous Revelations on the 
itness Stand 

An interesting trial came up in the United 
States circuit court yesterday before Judge 
McCay. George D. Rice, formerly ant 
postmaster at toi vas tried for stealing four 
registered letter packages. Rice is a young 
man not vet twenty- vears. of age, with a 
beardless face anda mild, soft black e ye.
